CROP. 


Bather Dwcouraging Outlook Taken M • 


Whole, 


CHICAGO, July 4.—Tho Farmers' Re- 


view says: Reports have been received 
from niiuuis, Indiana, Michigan, Ken- 
tucky, Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota and Da- 
kota on the condition of wheat, oats and 
hay. 
Harvest time does not show an 


improvement in the condition of winter 
wheat. Iu the winter wheat states the 
conditions of spring and opening BOta- 
mer have not beeu favorable for the re- 
covery of the crop from, the drouth of 
fall and winter. 


In Illinois much has been already cut 


and is in stack. Only in exceptional 
cases is there anything like a full crop 
Drouth ooid bugs combined in some 
counties with a hard whiter have left 
thing* in a bad shape. In some locali- 
ties the yield is not more than one- 
fonith of a fan- crop. From that np to 
80 per cent of a good crop is the extent 
of variation. 
Indiana conditions are very sunuar. 
Ohio will have but a fair yield, less 


than the ordinary. 


Michigan varies from, half to full crop, 


with an average of fair. 


Jn Kentucky more counties have full 


crops than in the neighboring states to 
the north, yet the yield is poor in so 
many localities that it will greatly re- 
duce the average for the stat«. 


A few counties in Missouri have fall 


crops, but most of the correspondents re- 
port a very short crop. 


In Kansas the crop is very short, in- 


deed, and of the entire area sown not 
more than 40 per cent will be harvested. 


In Nebraska there is no improvement 


in condition and the yield is small, a 
great deal having been plowed np. 


In some parts of Iowa the yield of 


winter wheat is good, but other sections 
have a light crop. 


In Wisconsin the yield is small. 
But little spnug* wheat is grown in 


the winter wheat states, and that little 
ia iu only fair condition.

Neither, accord- 
ing to a Nf.v York professor, who is a 
graduate of a German «nll<-ga for the 
vocal organs, is u diM-<ibf. but both are 
habits that will disappear under proper 
treatment. 


The inability to talk plainly or to ar- 


ticulate except with great effort, when 
due to organic trouble or malformation, 
does not come under the head of .stain- 
nwring !»i>d i' not. within the scope of 
the stuttering specialist. 


''The whole thing is very simple," 


said the prof&ssor, "so simple that yon 
will smile when 1 tell you that the sole 
and only ean^e of stuttering and stam- 
mering is careless respiration. People 
who suffer from the impediment have 
only to pause, take in a long breath, 
and then, opening the mouth in the 
manner laid down iu the charts used by 
elocutionists, pronounce the word sharp- 
ly. Have you never noticed the remark- 
ablo fact that people who iire inveterate 
stammerers are often accomplished vo- 
calists? That is because iu the act of 
singing respiration is done in a proper 


way. 


"A novel fact is that tho trouhles of 


stammerers or stutterers lie entirely 
with the vowel sounds. Patieuts do not 
seem to understand this. In describing 
their cases they will tell me that they 
have difficulty iu Bounding 'p'or'd.' 
That is where they are wrong. They 
sound the consonant all right, but stag- 
ger at the vowel. A patient comes to 
me, and I say to him, say 'papa.' He 
>vill coaiiiience p-p-p-p-p, oh, "professor, 
I c-c-c-c-c-c-uu't say p-p-p-p-papa.' 


"It is at once apparent that his trou- 


ble lies with tho vowel 'a.' Then the 
treatment commences. Standing before 
him, I suggest that ho take a long 
breath through 
tho partially closed 


mouth nutil tho lungs are well filled, 
and then, at the moment of exhalation, 
following my direction, he opens the 
month in the proper manner, as indi- 
cated by a chart, and pronounces With 
me in u high, mechanical voice, 'paw- 
paw. 
' This is often repeated, the vowels 


being changed. 


"From words we pass on to sentences 


and so ou to introduce iu close connection 
all the vowel sounds. The respiration 
before each vowel sound is necessary. 
The treatment therefore consists in form- 
ing this habit. As the patient pupil pro- 
gresses the length of this respiration is 
reduced, the pronunciation is made in a 
lower pitch and in a few weeks, rarely 
over five, tho most inveterate stutterer 
can talk fluently and rapidly with uo 
sign ot his former affliction. But eternal 
vigilance is necessary. 


"Should the apparently cured patient 


become caieless and forget the necessity 
of respiration as taught him, he may re- 
lapse into his former state, and then his 
training must be done all over again. 
A boy 10 years of age was, oiicu brought 
to mo. His was a stubborn case, but in 
six weeks I had him talking all right. 
Time pass-ed ou for two years. I fre- 
quently saw the boy at his father's house 
and was delighted with tho cure. Last 
summer ho came to my institute. He 
was as bad orf as when I first met him. 


'It seems that his father had sent him 


on a shin t business trip to Europe, away 
roui tho restraining influence of the fa- 
her, whose earswciP always alert for 
any return of his sou's ufilietion, and 
much disturbed, as he explained to me,

diseases of childhood like the measles, 
bat a most frequent cause is uncou- 
fcious imitation. One stuttering child 
in a family will set all the others to 
struggling with the vowel sounds. An 
adult in conversation with a stutterer 
finds it difficult to speak without sum- 
mering.—New York Herald.

Tbe rate at wbleb the production 


of petroleum In Pennsylvania is de- 
clining retiree the much-dbcuseed 
question of the duration of the tupply 
in this State. That tbe point of 
virtual exhaustion of 
the 
Penn- 


sylvania oil fields la being rapidly ap- 
proached and that the supply Is in BO 
danger of depletion have been argued 
by authorities equally entitled to con- 
sideration. In support of the theory 
of abundant supply it Is asserted that 
tbe tremendous decline in production 
in the last three or four Tears has 
been due to the unremunerative prices 
whicb followed the enormous output 
in 1891. In line with this argument 
was the statement <*bat the advance 
in prices by tbe Standard Oil Com- 
pany in April was designed to effect 
an increase in the production by 
stimulating the development of ne 
territory. In less than two weeks 
the price of crude oil rose from SI. 70 
to 92.70 per barrel, subsequently re- 
ceding to about 91.50, where it now 
stands. Yet in spite of tbe tremen 
doub activity in the drilling of new 
wells under the incentive of high 
prices, there was but a slight tem- 
porary Increase in the production of 
petroleum in the eastern fields, and 
it is now no greater than before tbe 
stimulus was applied. 
Tbe daily 


shipments are still in excess of the 
flow of the wells. Whatever may be 
the truth about the duration of tbe 
Pennsylvania oil fields, tbe figures 
show that this State is furnishing 
each year a smaller proportion of the 
entire output of the country. Ten 
years ago Pennsylvania oil wells pro- 
duced nearly all the petroleum in thi 
country; now they yield less than 
two-fifths of the output.

be reclaimed will include at least 750 
square miles, which the Dutch will 
know how to bring to a state of extraor- 
dinary fertility in the shortest space of 
tima Tlio gain agriculturally can hardly 
be computed. There will be room for the 
people of the fat little kingdom to spread, 
themselves over a largely increased ter- 
ritory.

people may have been engaged. There ie 
a whole literalure ou the muds of New 
York and vicinity, their color and con- 
gUteucy and the various degrees of at- 
mospheric moisture under which they 
will be reduced to a fluid state., while 
toothpicks and matched as ch;iracu.-ristic 
of various restaurants and localities are 
full of meaning. 


Now it appears, by what the amateur 


Sherlock Hulme.s has been revealing in 
i moment of couiitieiice. that tho dead 
ivalls of New York, stoops of houses, 
basement entrances and area gateways 
are the signjxjjits of the criminal classes, 
aud that what look like the rude scrawl- 
ings of boys are in reality the secret 
symbols by which burglars communicate 
with each other. 


Chalk murks uuuer liie edgu of ouu of 


your front steps may mean that your 
house has been spotted and will be bro- 
ken mtoou a certain date. A rude draw- 
ing ou tho aiea ruiliugs may to the en- 
lightened eye of the initiated mean: 
"This man has a burglar alarm on his 
second story windows and keeps a revolv- 
er under his pillow, but die silver is in 
the bntlor'spnatryon the first floor, and 
the house may bo entered through the 
second basement window, where the 
latch is broken.'' 


Tho fraternity which has developed 


this sign L«i«nago to such a high degree 
of perfectiou shows considerable ingenu- 
ity in its design, but no attempt is made 
at accuracy of drawing, as that would 
attract attention. The sign pictures of 
tJie burglars sure made to look as much 
like tho rude scrawls of schoolboys as 
possible. 


TLrue figures were found scrawled on 


tho gateway of ouo bons.0. The informa- 
tion thus pictorially conveyed was to tbe 
effect that tho house was tenanted by a 
lady, one woman servant and a boy page. 
That he was a boy page was indicated 
by buttons ou his coat, and the servant 
was indicated by a short skirt, dotted to 
resemble a print dress. 


Another picture in the notebook of 


tho amateur Sherlock Holmes was more 
easily deciphered, as it showed merely a 
fierce bulldug guarding the house, a 
warning to all members of the frat«r- 
tuty. The next sign, taken from a house 
iu the subuibs, wtis more mysterious and 
complicated, but upon a study it finally 
resolved its-lf into the announcement 
that the rauu who lived there went out 
to business at 0 in the morning and re- 
turned at (i in the evening. 


Another pictnre gathered by the ama- 


teur Sherlock Holmes during his pains- 
taking investigation of this subject 
showed accur.ito information, as was 
subsequently discovered, upon th& part 
of the sign \\nter as to the interior of 
the hou^o. It indicated that there were 
three electric bolls on tho windows, and 
tbut one \\omuu servant was employed. 
A crude dravi UIK token from muler the 
edge of a stoop indicated thai the serv- 
ant there hud been "squared," and this 
house presumably was just ready to be 
burglarized tfome of the booty expected 
to be secured, together with warnings as 
to possible difficulties to be met with, 
were indicated by sign pictures of silver 
spoous, com aud plate, together with 
the statement that the place was "Al," 
but then! were significant sketches of a 
dog, a rovoher and electric bells to put 
tho thieves upon their guard as to what 
to expect 


Frequently the burglars, says the 


amateur Sherlock Holmes, put these 
sign pictures on bouses remote from 
those to which they refer, and in this 
Case liie identity of Lb6 ldtt6T iS r6V£«iGv* 
by mysterious symbols. This was the 
case with a rude drawing of a house dis- 
covered ou a street corner. It represent- 
ed a tall house with a line barbed with 
an arrowhead leading to the roof from 
the street and indicating that the best 
method of ingress waa through the roof. 
The street aud number of this house 
were also shown by a succession of nu- 
merals which only the initiated could 
understand. 


Don't get frightened when yon see 


chalk marks ou your front stoop or area 
gateway 
The probabilities are that 


they are merely the idiotic scrawls of 
boys. At the same time examine them 
closely, and if they seem to point to bur- 
glarious intent or design it might not be 
a bad iden to report tba matter to the 
police. The latter will probably laugh 
at yon among themselves, having not 
yet developed many Sherlock Holmes 
propensities, but tho fact that the signs 
bave been noticed will, in some mys 
terious way, soon be known to the crim- 
inals, and those enterprising gentry may 
be frightened off.—New York World.

It a plnsiciau 111 a country 
town wishes to MVtirc a tnimcd nurse, 
ho should tolesrnph or write to the 
nurssus' direi-toiy, to some hospital or 
physician whom he knows, iu tho near- 
est adjacent city, stating fur what sort 
of a case he will require a nurse, what

Such "a message should securo for j 


him almost immediately whatever .serv- 
ice he requires. 


The traits of character which make 


tho ideal nurse are patience, obedience, 
tact and sood sense and temper. The 
nurse's costume should consist of a cam- 
bric or seersucker gown, \uth white 
cap, cuffs and apron. Woolen gowns 
ihonld ue\er be permitted m a sickroom. 
Her authority is absolute after the phy- 
sician's She must obey his instructions 
to the letter, even if they aro against 
her judgment Sho lias no discretion iii 
the matter 


But the patient and the patient's iam- 


ily must oboy her 
She mu«t never be 


allowed to disobey tho physician's or- 
ders, and tho fiist symptom of any such 
behavior should be reported immediate- 
ly to the physician". All his instructions 
with reference to treatment, diet aud 
care should bo followed faithfully 
The 


fact that her patient is a man should 
make no difference in her behavior in 
tho sickroom. He is a patient, not a 


man, 
and sho a uur.-o, not a woman. 


Whenever a nurse disobeys a physician's 
orders or behaves in any manner which 
renders her dismissal advisable, tho 
family or the patient should request the 
doctor to discharge her at once and to 
supply her Hiihstunto A word from him 
issnriicient to insure her departure.—

The Game Law. 


Tbe game law on quail, woodcock, 


pheasant and squirrel is as follows : 


Section 6961. No person shall, in 


any place, catch, kill or injure or 
pursue with such intent, any quail 
except between the 10th day of No- 
vember and the 15th day of Decem- 
ber, inclusive; or any gray fox or 
black squirrels, except between the 
1st day of July and the 15th day of 
December, inclusive; or any pheasant 
except between the 1st day of Sep- 
tember and tbe 15th day of Decem- 
ber, inclusive; woodcock, between 
the 15th day of Julv and the 1st day 
of November, ..inclusive. Any person 
violating any of the provisions of the 
preceding section shall be fined not 
less than $25 and not more than $50 
for each aud every offense.
